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Commissioner proposes 
precept rise to tackle crime 


POLICE and Crime Commissioner, Martyn Underhill, 
is hoping to persuade Dorset people to pay another 
seven pence a week on their council tax bills - to sup¬ 
port the county’s police force. 

He is proposing to increase the amount people pay 
for policing in Dorset by 1.95 per cent for 2014-15. 

Mr Underhill said the extra money will be used to re¬ 
cruit new officers and for investment in new technol¬ 
ogy. 

The proposed rise to the precept, the part of the coun¬ 
cil tax that pays for police services, is a rise from 
£183.51 to £187.09 annually, for a band D household. 
This will take Dorset police’s budget to £112.8 million 
for 2014-15. Mr Underhill will put his proposals to the 
Police and Crime Panel on February 6th. 

Once he and the panel agree a figure it will be imple¬ 
mented in April. 

Mr Underhill said: “It is right that we invest in the 
future to create an efficient and effective force. 


“I have sought to balance the needs of our police 
service with the demands on families across Dorset. I 
am proposing a rise of 1.95%. This produces a chal¬ 
lenging but achievable budget for Dorset Police that 
will enable us to protect service to the public whilst 
minimising demands on taxpayers. 

“My priority is to keep people in Dorset safe. Every¬ 
where I go, people tell me that they want a more visible 
force. This proposal will secure another 16 officers for 
Dorset, adding fresh leadership and skills. If we don’t 
recruit, the profile of the force will become unbalanced 
and we will begin to be unrepresentative of the com¬ 
munities that we serve.” 

“This budget also allows the much needed invest¬ 
ment in new technology such as body worn cameras. 
This proposal will fund around 300 body worn videos 
for officers across Dorset which will result in better 
policing, more accountability and will lead to more 
convictions. These cameras aid evidence gathering, 


such as statements from domestic abuse victims. With 
the video you capture the atmosphere. There is nothing 
lost in translation.” 

“It will also fund a cyber-crime awareness campaign 
to help residents and businesses in Dorset identify and 
protect themselves from online threats. This prolonged 
awareness campaign is necessary to improve public 
knowledge of online security. Knowledge is the best 
defence against this crime.” 

“Over the last year, I have also dedicated resources 
into tackling rural crime in Dorset. This proposal will 
fund rural vehicles to patrol our more remote commu¬ 
nities enhancing the ability to patrol and respond off 
road.” 

Details of the commissioner’s precept proposals are 
open for public consultation until the end of 
January .Mr Underhill is urging people to share their 
views on the budget which is available at 
www.dorset .pec .police .uk. 


Work begins on coast road water mains

WESSEX Water will be 
replacing water mains 
along the Weymouth and 
Bridport coast road next 
week as part of its ongo¬ 
ing water supply im¬ 
provement programme. 

The water main has 
burst around 30 times in 
the last 15 years and is 
in urgent need of re¬ 
placement. 


Work will start on 
Monday, January 6th, 
2014, and will be carried 
out along the B3157 in 
West Street, Market 
Street and Rodden Row. 

It is scheduled to take 
up to 12 weeks to com¬ 
plete and during that 
time the B3157 will be 
closed to through traffic 
and a full diversion will 


be in place. 

The diversion has been 
agreed with Dorset 
County Council’s high¬ 
ways department and 
traffic will use the A35 
and A354 as an alterna¬ 
tive route. 

Wessex Water has held 


a number of meetings 
with local people and 
businesses in the village 
to choose a date which 
would cause the least 
amount of disruption to 
traffic. 

The company has also 
agreed to provide a shut¬ 


tle bus service to ensure 
residents remain con¬ 
nected to the village, in¬ 
cluding a separate 
shuttle bus which will 
run to and from the Ab- 
botsbury Sub Tropical 
Gardens. 

Every year residents of 
Abbotsbury are given a 
free pass to the gardens, 
but are rarely able to 


visit as there are is no 
public transport to the 
attraction, Wessex 
Water’s free bus will 
mean anyone without 
their own transport will 
be able to use their pass. 

Wessex Water design 
engineer Alan Marler, 
said they were commit¬ 
ted to completing the 
work in a way that keeps 
disruption to a mini¬ 
mum. 

He said: “We have 
worked closely with res¬ 
idents and traders and 
have listened to their 
concerns. We hope the 
buses we are providing 
will help reduce the 
amount of disruption 
caused throughout the 
work. 

“It is important that 
people continue to sup¬ 
port local traders while 
our work takes place as 
all businesses and serv¬ 
ices will be accessible 
and open as normal.” 

To complete the work 
quickly Wessex Water 
will be using “no-dig” 
techniques, where possi¬ 
ble, which will reduce 
the number of excava¬ 
tions that need to be 
made in the highway. 

Mr Marler added: 
“These techniques will 
reduce the number of 
excavations we need to 
make therefore causing 
less disruption to local 
people. 

“We will be doing 
everything we can to 
finish the work as 
quickly as possible.”

New transport directory released 


THE Dorset Community Transport Directory has been 
updated and now includes details of around 60 volun¬ 
tary car schemes, dial-a-rides and other community 
transport projects in the county. 

Many of the schemes are aimed at older people 
and/or those with disabilities, but several projects are 
listed for young people. 

These may be extended after talks during recent 
months involving the Dorset Young People’s Trans¬ 
port Forum. One of the ideas which has been looked 
into is whether the goodwill, which enables the many 
neighbour car schemes to operate, could be extended 
to help young people. 

Simon Fraiz-Brown, Chair of Dorset Young People’s 
Transport Forum, has asked scheme operators who 
might be interested in extending their remit to include 
younger people to contact him via email: s.fraiz- 
brown@dorsetcc.gov.uk or phone 01305 224776. 

He points out that not all young people, especially 
in rural areas, have parents who can afford to run cars 
and for many young people that may mean not being 
able to get to job interviews or important appoint¬ 
ments. 


The updated directory is split by district with each 
page providing information about the scheme, details 
of which areas the scheme operates in and some con¬ 
tact details. 

In the Dorchester area, for example, it includes de¬ 
tails of the Age Concern weekly shopping service to 
the villages of Broadmayne, Crossways, Owermoigne, 
West Stafford, Warmwell, Maiden Newton, Cattis- 
tock, Puddletown and Tolpuddle as well as the Dorch¬ 
ester Dial A Bus which has wheelchair access and the 
Dorchester Neighbourhood Car Scheme.

Looking forward to another year of highs and lows 


A NEW Year starts in 24 hours time and it can’t come 
too quickly for me. 

Remember 2012 and the glory of being in an 
Olympic-sized traffic queue? Well you may also re¬ 
member that the buzz word of the time was “legacy” 
and how the Olympics would transform the borough 
by splashing the name of Weymouth and Portland 
across the world. 

All that is nearly one and a half years ago and the 
only surprise is that it has taken that long for experts 
monitoring such things to tell Weymouth and Portland 
that it has shot itself in the foot - again - in 2013 by 
missing that “golden opportunity” to exploit its fame. 

To be fair, the council has had a few other things on 
its mind ranging from soaring harbor repair bills to 
whether or not any new ferry contract should be 
signed with Condor or those men rowing people 
across the harbor who actually did more business than 
Condor. 

Phil Say strode into the spotlight as the saviour of 
the Pavilion and has been widely praised for the job 
he’s done so far with the building while two different 
sorts of building found themselves in different sorts 
of trouble. 

Chalet owners told their beloved beach retreats were 
under threat had less than printable views of the coun¬ 
cil as did the country’s oldest angling club when told 


its clubhouse could be for the chop. 

They took legal “sling your hook” action against the 
authority which, as you’ve gathered, isn’t having the 
smoothest of years. 

The weather gave its British all with everything from 
1 OOmph winds to torrential rain and flooding gar¬ 
nished with a bit of snow while a new Sainsbury’s su¬ 
permarket complete with mini barrage balloon opened 
in Weymouth. That makes three sites within a few 
hundred yards competing for the dwindling pool of 
shoppers’ cash. 

I say dwindling because feeling is growing that 
many Weymouth and Portland people have had 
enough and are now shopping in Dorchester - just a 
12-minute trip using that nice new relief road - be¬ 
cause they are fed up with what the borough has to 
offer. 

But if shoppers are disillusioned then businesses 
clearly are not judging by the meteoric success of new 
industrial sites such as Link Park near the Granby. 
Perhaps we should get owner Micky Jones to run the 
borough. 

If we did then he’d probably make sure any new in¬ 
dustrial site of his was well away from the coast, large 
parts of which from Preston to Portland were revealed 
to be victims of serious erosion problems which even 
threaten the main gas pipeline to Portland supplying 


4,000 homes. 

Still, Portland’s newest £80 million potential attrac¬ 
tion is not looking to the future but the past with Juras- 
sica proposing a spectacular display of fossils at 
Yeolands Quarry. 

This year’s Weymouth carnival went off well and 
plans are already underway for the 2014 event while 
JAWS, the Jersey And Weymouth Society being set 
up by Weymouth and Portland Mayor Ray Banham, 
is attracting a lot of interest. 

A mystery disease wiped out nearly half the swans 
at Radipole Lake and an ancient cannon was given a 
new home on Portland. 

The Isle of Portland Aldridge Community Academy 
had its main development plans rejected by planners 
but did open the island’s first Sixth Lorm while par- 
tygoers left a grassy hillside strewn with toxic gas can¬ 
isters at Preston. 

Pood bank use hit an all time high and police com¬ 
plained about a sharp increase in anti-social behavior 
incidents.by mobility scooter users! 

Shock figures revealed that the number of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland pensioners will double by 2035 
and Olympic figurehead Lord Coe came back to re¬ 
visit the Olympic rings sculpture, now on show at 
Portland Heights. 

Weymouth saw the start of its Business Improve¬ 


ment District while the Duke of Edinburgh agreed to 
be patron of Portland’s £30 million MEMO project re¬ 
membering more than 800 species which have gone 
extinct in modern times. 

One miserable thief stamped their unwelcome mark 
on Christmas by stealing one of the raffle prizes being 
offered by a Weymouth charity shop and storms gave 
everyone a shaking in the run up to Christmas and 
New Year. 

And what about how the last seven days have im¬ 
proved family ties, strengthened bonds and led to a re¬ 
sumption of relations with countless mother-in-laws? 

There probably isn’t a family in the country which 
hasn’t had a bit of stress over Christmas and the run 
up to New Year and it’s probably the mother-in-laws 
who have held things all together so far! 

So try and make the transition to 2014 go as 
smoothly as possible and bear one key thought in 
mind. We’re going to have to do it all again in a year’s 
time.

I ALWAYS like to have an Ordnance Survey Map 
for the area in which I live, and whenever I spent 
a holiday in a new place, one of the first things I 
did was to buy an OS map. 

These maps show many details and I always 
found them both useful and fascinating. Obvi¬ 
ously, their production is very involved and this 
is something I have been investigating. 

When a major project to map out Great Britain 
began in 1936, a number of what became known 
as trig points were set up and used by the Ord¬ 
nance Survey to determine the exact shape of the 
country. 

Having established the location of the trig 
points, they were used as a fixed basis for map¬ 
ping our excellent OS maps, based on the Na¬ 
tional Grid. 

The idea of having a fixed point is something 
we all need as we enter a new year. 

The future is always uncertain and we may be 
apprehensive, so it is good to hold on to someone 
who is unchanging. There are numerous scrip¬ 
tures to support this thought, including the follow¬ 
ing. 

“Let us fix our eyes on Jesus, the author and per- 
fecter of our faith...” (Hebrews 12:2).

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New laws target county's 
rogue scrap metal dealers 


ROGUE scrap metal traders could face pros¬ 
ecution under new laws for scrap metal. 

The laws were introduced recently to com¬ 
bat scrap metal thefts which have been 
blighting local communities. 

Scrap metal dealers now need a licence 
from their local council to collect, buy or sell 
scrap metal and the licence applies to both 
door to door collectors and scrap metal sites. 

Both West Dorset and Weymouth and Port¬ 
land councils are responsible for issuing the 
licences in this area. 

There are an estimated 1,000 metal thefts

a week in the UK which are said to cost the 
country around £220 million a year. 

Weymouth and Portland community safety 
spokesman Councillor Geoff Petherick said: 
“The new laws will allow the council to re¬ 
fuse or revoke a trader’s licence if they are 
deemed unsuitable. 

“Scrap metal thieves cause distress and 
misery to people within our community and 
this new law provides us with more powers 
to tackle these people.” 


West Dorset council leader Councillor 
Robert Gould said: “Scrap metal thefts are a 
scourge on the community, causing damage 
to buildings and infrastructure. 

“What these new laws will mean is that 
traders will need to prove their suitability to 
trade scrap metal to the council which will 
reduce the likelihood of scrap metal thefts 
across the district.” 

The new law also means that dealers must 
verify the identity of the seller and the coun¬ 
cils ’ licensing teams will be working with 
Dorset Police to enforce the new legislation.

Inspector Matt Butler, 
of Dorset Police's Traffic 
Unit, said: "It's really dis¬ 
appointing that so 
many people continue 
to not only put their 
own lives at risk, but 
also the lives of other in¬ 
nocent road users. 

"I have seen far too 
many lives lost on the 
roads due to drink driv¬ 
ing. Research has 
shown that even one 


drink can impair the 
ability to drive so please 
don't get behind the 
wheel after drinking any 
alcohol at all." 

Inspector Butler is also 
urging people to plan 
ahead over New Year 
and take simple steps 
such as booking a taxi, 
having a designated 
driver or arranging 
overnight accommoda¬ 
tion. 

Every driver who is in¬ 
volved in a collision in 
Dorset during the drink 
and drug drive cam¬ 
paign will be breath 
tested, irrespective of 


whether they are sus¬ 
pected of drink driving 
or not. 

If someone is caught 
drink driving they will 
face a minimum 12 
month driving ban, a 
criminal record, up to six 
months in prison and a 
fine of up to £5,000. 

Inspector Butler 
added:"l urge members 
of the public to dial 999 
if they suspect some¬ 
one is driving under the 
influence of alcohol or 
drugs, and please be as¬ 
sured that your details 
will remain anony¬ 
mous."

"Face the pain, dissatisfaction and frustration that 
you're tolerating in your life now and become inspired 
by the dream of a more extraordinary future. 

"That may sound ambitious. It is. But unless you make 
that bold, aspirational statement, you can confidently 
predict that your energy, belief and commitment to 
make changes will run out after the first few weeks and 
you'll end up compromising on your future." 

He and other experts give their top tips to help make 
2014 your turning point. 

BEING EXTRAORDINARY 

• Firstly, identify the words you would like to describe 
'you' during this year - for instance, successful, re-in¬ 
vented, or perhaps fitter or more sociable. 

"Be challenging and write words that feel stretching 
and maybe even uncomfortable to you at present but 
which are how you would need to be to achieve your 
dream goals," says Ian Lock. 

"Think of yourself at your extraordinary best and con¬ 
sider what sort of life you might create for yourself and 
others." 

• Clarify what you really care about. 

"This underpins everything we do, say and feel," says 
Lock. "It's at the core of us and shapes our lives, often un¬ 
wittingly if we have never crystallised our thoughts on 
this before." 

Consider the beliefs, objects and people as well as the 
philosophies and moral values which honestly matter to 


you, he says. 

• Define which changes, and why, you wish to make to 
your life. Write a list and ensure they're the ones which 
will give a greater sense of purpose in your life.

BRIDPORT just failed to take something 
from this pulsating game at St Mary's Field 
where two goals in added time brought a 
dramatic climax to this Toolstation Western 
League Premier Division fixture. 

Having given fourth placed Street a 


shock on Boxing Day by going three up 
before being pegged back for a draw, the 
Bees took a first half lead against Gilling¬ 
ham who are currently two places higher. 

The Gills equalised two minutes later and 
then went ahead with a fortunate goal 
early in the second half. With time running 
out

Despite this Bridport more than 
matched their opponents who were unde¬ 
feated in eight league matches before 
their shock defeat at Slimbridge. 

Both sides produced exciting, attacking 
football despite the heavy pitch in a match 
well refereed by Andy Turner who allowed 
for the conditions. 

Tom Richardson just headed over the top 
from Dan Wise's corner in the third minute, 
before Wise found space but fired his 25 
yards shot straight at keeper Jamie Beale. 

A neat Bridport move on 18 minutes saw 
Wise feed Gary Bulman who played in 
Ryan Dovell with a ball inside the full back, 
but the striker's fierce cross shot was 
palmed away by Beale. 

Bridport continued to dictate and 
Richardson just failed to get on the end of 
Wise's free kick at the far post, but on 26 
minutes they got their reward although it 
was an odd situation. 

Chris Clarke headed a Wise corner back 
across goal where Max Buckler shaped to 
hook the ball into the roof of the net. In¬ 
stead he miscued and the ball bizarrely 
spun up in the air and over the stranded 
Beale into the net. 

Two minutes later Gillingham were level 
in a repeat of the first goal conceded at 
Street. Three tackles by Bees defenders un¬ 
luckily rebounded back to the opposition 
until Harry Baker fed the unmarked Dan 
Thompson 12 yards from goal who picked 
his spot. 

Bridport responded when Chris Luke set 
up Darren Watts who was just wide with a 
35 yard effort, before Steve Smith, who 
had a short loan spell at St Mary's earlier in 
the season just headed over the angle of 
the goal from a corner.
